Neighborhood Matching Fund  

Grant Program 
• $10,000 per fiscal year (July 1 – June 30)  

 
• Applications due last Friday of July, November, & 

February 
 

• Maximum request per project is $1,500 
 

• Match comes from volunteer time (Now valued 
at $22.14 per hour), in-kind donations, and cash 
donations 
 
 
 



Neighborhood Matching Fund  

Grant Program 
• To receive support: 

– Benefit the NAC 
– Completion by end of FY 
– Involve neighborhood in identification, planning, and 

implementation 
– Educational, community-building, or a physical 

improvement 
 

• Projects not eligible: 
– Duplication of existing services 
– Only support another organizations budget 
– Conflict with City policy 

 
 
 
 



Neighborhood Matching Fund  

Grant Program 
• Conditions for all approved projects:  

– Follow proposal, submit changes in writing 

 

– Complete prior to end of FY 

 

– Submit reimbursement forms when completed 

 

– Ensure that all activities are conducted safely

All students at the school (Just under 600) were provided with the 

opportunity to purchase a book at the annual book fair. 
 

10 local businesses took part in collecting  money and books. More than 
345 books were donated to the school’s library, classroom libraries, and

Autumn Ridge Park Restoration Phase 5 
 

Overview of Project: 

 
Fifth year of project with the goal of restoring the natural area of Autumn 
Ridge Park. Includes removal of ivy and blackberry and to reestablish native 

trees and plants. 
 

Partners include THPRD, Five Oaks Middle School and other community 
members 

 
The restoration will result in a diverse mix of trees and shrubs, more wildlife

Brought together THPRD, SOLVE, Five Oaks Middle School, the NAC and 

other residents to work on a common cause. 
 

Removed invasive ivy and blackberry and planted native trees and plants 
thereby improving our ecosystem. 

 
NAC is committed to completing the project and helping to maintain the 
park once it’s restored. Five Oaks Middle School will help to maintain the

Further Measures of Community Impact: 

 
Great partnership between City, NAC, and local school to address what they 

perceive as needs that are not being met. 
 

Seventeen students who live in the neighborhood each did a minimum of 15 
hours of community service for a total of 255 hours ($5,556).  

 
The NAC took an active approach to supporting local youth to obtain their  

educational and career goals.  
 

Project opened the door for future school and student involvement  
in the NAC.

Overview of Project: 

 
NAC approached Chehalem Elementary School over four years ago to ask 
about needs of the school. The answer was helping children improve their

Program involves both getting books into the hands of children for home 
libraries and having volunteer adult readers from the community read to
